We farmers are not-in favor of stopping 
spring shooting as the Spring is the 
only time wo get a chance to' kill a duck 
without "going to Lake Koshkonong 
and paying a heavy bill of expenses 
In the spring we can kill a few ducks 
and'geese on our own land, but IB the 
fall we r.e\7ei- get a shot at either. 
To 


stop spiing shooting would be to legis- 
late in. favor of •• the resort keepers, not 
only in Wisconsin but in tho southern 
and adjoining states; at the expense of 
the farmers. • While in Jauesville a<few 
days ago, I talked with several shooters, 
and as near as I could learn, they all 
favored spring 'shooting except a few 
who shoot for the market. 
No ducks 


are soldjn the spring while in the fall, 
thcutands are sold. To stop spring 
shooting may benefit a few ""dude sports- 
men" from the city, and a few "pot 
hunters,1' but it would injure .every 
farmer as well as every sportsman who 
only shoots for the sport. The article 
published by The Sentinel is as fol- 
lows:^:

"We well; know that the city sportsmen 
want .to'-abolish all sprin'g 
shooting. 


making a plea that spring shooting 
spoils the,shooting in the fall. 
Well it 


doesn't. The ducks are going in the 
inevitable way,.the trees are cut down, 
the marshes are drained and plowed up, 
thousands and thousand oE acres of wild 
rice and; other reeds are destroyed, and 
the ducks are each year driven farther 
and farther into the westward and will 
never .comeback, but while they last we 
•want a few shots at them. 


The city hunters can go out when 


there are ducks to be had, the farmer 
can go when. he can get away. In the 
fall we are all so busy that we have no 
time to spare and'when the duck shoot 
ing is at its best we are the most busy, 
and it is just impossible for us to have 
have any sport at all. There are a lot 
of us who enjoy duck shooting and 
trap shooting just as much as our city 
cousins, but all we now can do is to get 
up early in {he morning and also get 
up late at night and help to put out the 
teams and get the city hunters up early 
enough so that they can get the cream 
of

early 
morning 
shooting. 


"We can milk cows, feed pigs, husk 


corn, plow and hear the bombarding on 
the lakes and marshes and~ go on day 
after day wishing we could take a few 
days off and enjoy the sport, but it is 
practically impossible. 
In the spring it 


is quite different. 
All the sloughs and 


low places in fie-ds and marsh are full of 
water-arid clucks are everywhere. We 


v are idle and waiting for the ground'tp 


get in shape for the proper working. We 
can now get away for a half or a whole 
day and we do not have far to go. On 
the lands of many of us are ponds where 
.we can get a : little shooting. 
We do 


DO* bring in such bags as are exhibited 
by our city brothers, but we have per 
haps as much fun out of it as they with 
their double breech loaders and repeat 
ers,. with their, decoys and pushers. In 
the early falV the .weather is warm, the 
days are long, the cover is thick, the 
ducks are young and in flocks and big 
bags are made in the few favored locali- 
ties. In the spring the cover is de- 
stroyed by the breaking up> of the ice, 
the weather is raw and cold, the lakes 
are large open'bodies of water, one can. 
tfot sneak up :tp the ducks, they have 
been hunted and shot at for the past six 
months and are .wild and wary. To be 


- sure a few hard working, rugged men 


can stand the weather and hardships, 
can build blinds and get a day or so of 
what may be called big shooting, that 
is, may kill anywhere from twenty to 
fifty ducks, but that will only be for one 
or two days at the most. Then we also 
have a change to get in a few days' 


" sport even if we fail, to kill many 


of the 
birds.

sportsmen stop shooting iu the fall 
when they could kill another duck. They 
shoot as long as they can see and then 
brag about what they have done, and 
then raise an awfi.il hue and cry about 
the unsportsmanship of a man who may 
kill a half dozen birds in the spring. 


Now I want more of the farmers to 


come forward and have their say. This 
thing is gettingfaltogether one-sided. 
Our votes are as earnestly desired when 
it comes to election as are-those of the 
city men, and we are a great many more 
of us than of the latter.. This is a free 
country. We have laws, enough to re- 
gard the'ducks, deer and fish. Farmer 


boys! Keep your eyes open and watch 
Madison this winter, write to your rep- 
resentatives and tell them we don't 
want to be ignored, see to it that we 
are not.

At the rate things are going it will be 


a few short years when only those who 
own preserves or who have lots of money 
can-get any shooting at all.

Turning .aside from these applica- 


tions, the president's eye rested upon 
a statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments for a week past, and, he saw 
with sorrow that even on very wet 
days the receipts were -nol equal to the 
counsel fees. 
He sighed wearily, and 


was just about to affix his signature to 
a number of bonds which he knew 
nothing about, although he supposed

fered except the car horses. 
They 


w«re of the opinion that the golden 
age had come back, held meetings to 
express their sympathy with both sides 
and passed resolutions urging both not 
to give in. Some of them indeed died, 
tie strikers said, because of insuffi- 
cient attention, but more probably of
